COMPLAINT 1S FILED 
BY STATE OF KENTUCK 


Alleged That Morgan Has Merged 
and Merged Until He Is in Con- 
trol of the Transportation 
Facilities of This 
Section. 


Washington, October 20.—The interstate 
commerce commission today made public 
the complaint of the railroad commission 
of Kentucky against the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company, the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, the Soutaern rail- 
way, the Southern railway in Kentucky 
and the Southern railway in Indiana, the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pa- 
cific Railway Company, the Cincinnati 
Southern Railroad Company and the Chi- 
cago, Indianapolis and Louisville Rail- 
road Company, involving allegations of 
unlawful combination. 

The complaint asks for an investiga- 
tion of these roads by the commission, 
an examination of the contracts, agree- 
ments, etc., tae production of books, 
papers, tariffs, contracts, etc., the is- 
suance of subpoenaes for witnesses, an 
dnquiry into the management of the busi- 
ness of these roads, an inquiry as to 
whether their contracts, etc., constitute 
an uniawful combination and a _ con- 
gpiracy to pool the freights of the dif- 
ferent and competing roads, and a de- 
wice to enable the roads to divide the net 
proceeds of the earnings so as to equal- 
ize the earnings of each of them and 
the general results of the arrangements 
made on the commerce of the section in- 
volved. : 
Morgan in Control 

The complaint says these roads cover 
all important railroad points and all rall- 
road lines in their territory, aggregating 
25,000 miles of railway, with an operating 
income of over $30,000,000 annuajly, and 
charges that J. P. Morgan & Co. have 
secured practical control and manage- 
ment of the affairs of all these lines. 
Tne transportation facilities of this ter- 
ritory, the complaint charges, practically 
will become one system operated by a few 
individuals, and’ will control the com- 
merce of Kentucky, Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Georgia, Florida, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Virginia and 
Maryland. The capitalization of the de- 
fendant roads is stated to amount to at 
Jeast a billion dollars. 

“One man or firm, with a few associ- 
ates, controlling the Southern railway,” 
the complaint alleges, “has now secured 
controF of the stock of tae Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, and later of the stock 
of the Atlantic Coast Line Company 
and the Atlantic Coast Line Railway 
Company, and has secured an entrance 


4nto St. Louis and Chicago through lines 


by which it would be able to force and 
compel other lines out of St. Louis and 
Chicago into that territory to make 
rates such as it snould dictate and to 
dictate schedules, terms and rates of 
every kind to all smaller roads. The com- 
plaint alleges that this purchase, con- 
solidation and ownership means the plac- 
ing of the commerce of that entire sec- 
tion under the control and operation of a 
very few men, dominated by the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. 
To Prevent Competition. 

It is alleged that the defendant compa- 
nies have not filed with the interstate 
commerce commission, as required by 
law, copies of tne contracts, agreements, 
etc. It is charged that such arrange- 
ments, combination, purchase and sale 
for the producing of what is called a 
“community of interest,’’ constitute sim- 
ply an agreement, or combination, by 
which al) freights of all roads named 
shall be pooled or controlled, or routed, 
so as to prevent competition. This con- 
solidation, joint ownersnip and joint con- 
trol, it is charged, are simply to pool 
freights between these railways in suca 
proportion as those controlling or man- 
aging the combination shall designate, 
and so destroy competition. The com- 
plaint alleges that as a result the rates 
will be advanced, communities discrimi- 
nated against and freight will be routed 
over one or another of these lines to 
maintain increased earnings and create 
fictitious earnings to give fictitious val- 


gr this control and operation,’’ says 
the ,complaint, ‘“‘the commerce of these 
states will become subject to tae dicta- 
tion of a few individuals and by the tre- 
mendous combination of powers’ thus se- 
cured legislation may be had, traffic im- 
peded and business destroyed in part of 
this territory. 

“The object,”” the complaint continues, 
“ig to place all the railways under the 
control of a single firm, or of a few in- 
‘dividuals; to control and manipulate rail- 
road traffic and practically pool all the 
business of all the railroads in all this 
territory; to produce enormous profits, 
etc., and to place all the business and 
‘products of over 16,000,000 people in 422,- 
000 square miles of territory under the 
control and domination of a single indi- 


vidual.’’

LOCATED NEAR LAND 
OWNED BY SOUTHERN 


Property Was Visited by High - Of- 
ficials Yesterday—Would Fur- 
nish Ample Space for Pas- 
senger Station—The Sea- 
board’s Move. 


Options have been secured on large 
realty holdings on Mitchell street just 
west of the Southern railway by parties 
acting, it is believed, in the interest of 
the Seaboard Air Line. The property on 
which options have been taken was vis- 
ited yesterdmy by President John Skel- 
ton Williama@@and other officers of the 
Seaboard, 

Options have been secured on almost 
every lot on the three blocks composing 
the space bounded by Mitchell, Haynes, 
Magnolia and Mangum streets. These 
Streets inclose a space measuring 400 
feet east and west and 1,000 feet north 
and south. 

It is generally belived that the Seaboard 
Air Line intends to erect a passenger 
station on this property. A _ station of 
ample proportions could be built upon 
it. It would face upon Mitchell street 
and hence be very easy of access. It 
would be only a few blocks from the site 
of the Southern’s proposed new passenger 
station. 

It is said that options have also been 
secured on property furnishing approaches 
by two routes, one paralleling the South- 
ern to Howell and the other straight 
west along Mitchell street to Western 
Heights. 

According to a well known business 
man the Seaboard now has practically a 
clear right of way from Block’s candy 
factory to the corner of Ashby street and 
Bellwood avenue. The property held 
by options varies in width from 500 to 
1,000 feet. This property will either be 
used for yards or such portions of it as 
are not needed will be resold. 

The Seaboard now comes into Atlanta 
over. the tracks of the» Western and At- 
lantic from Howell. The Western and 
Atlantic track is used for 3 miles, and for 
this and the use of the Western and At- 
lantic’s tracks in the car shed the Sea- 


| board pays a handsome rental. 


Trains Increase in Number. 
With the completion of the Seaboard’s 


new line to Birmingnam the number of | 


its train entering Atlanta will be dou- 
bied and the officials of the system are 
naturaily looking around for adequate 
passenger facilities. 

It is believed to be hardly possible that 
the Seaboard is buying this property for 
freight terminals, since at the present 
time its freight terminals at the foot of 
Spring street are altogether sufficient to 
take care of its business. They are by 
far the most complete terminals in At- 
lanta, and by many experienced railroad 
men are regarded the finest freight term- 
inals in any Ynland city of the south. 

The work of securing the options has 
been done very quietly and persons sup- 
posed to be altogether without interest 
in the Seaboard, and many of the people 
who gave options on their property did 
not know when they gave them that the 
Seaboard was in the deal or that any 
property except their own was being 


sought. 
Skelton Williams in City. 

President John Skelton Williams and 
Vice President J. M. Barr, of the Sea- 
board, were in Atlanta yesterday and are 
said to have spent the afternoon in visit- 
ing the property under’ consideration. 
When seen in their private car last night 
both gentlemen refused to discuss tae 
matter. Mr. Williams refused to be in- 
terviewed and Mr. Barr stated that he 
knew nothing of the Seaboard’s interest 
in any depot scheme. They left for 
Portsmouth last. night. 

Despite this it is believed that by the 
time the Seaboard begins running trains 
to Birmingham, a year from now, it will 
have its own passenger station in At- 
lanta, and tnat it will be located on the 
property fronting on Mitchell street. 

There are still some lots on which no 
options have been secured, but offers 
have been made for nearly every one of 
these. It is thought that the railroad 
wished to keep the matter quiet until all 
the property needed had been secured, 
so as to prevent the owners of property 


‘in strategic points from running yp the 


price to exorbitant figures. 
Good Prices Offered. 

Peop:e who have traded with the al- 

leged agents of the Seaboard state that 
they are offering very good prices for the 
land, and in almost every case where the 
owner has named a fair price have taken 
him up at ais own figure. 
-The erection of a passenger station on 
this property would greatly strengthen 
the position of the Seaboard Air Line in 
Atianta, as well as relieve them of the 
necessity of paying an annual rental to 
the Western and Atlantic. 

The purchase of this property is con- 
sidered by railroad men a very strong 
play on the part of the Seaboard. It will 
give them a station very close to the 
center of the city and at the same time 
so located that they can get their own 
rails into it without the purchase of any 
very valuable property. 

It is believed that the Seaboard has 
been largely influenced in this move by 
the rumored consolidation of the Atlantic 
Coast Line and tae Louisville and Nash- 
ville, which might result in the Sea- 
board losing its entry into Atlanta over

Hundreds of Begging Letters 
Being Received by Secre- 
tary of Treasury. 


YOU HELPED WALL STREET 
AND YOU MUST HELP US 


Newspaper Paragraphs on Secretary’s 
Generosity to Street Has Re- 
sulted in Appeals from 
the Needy Widows 
and Others. 


Washington, October 20.—Several rews- 
papers recently haVe published para- 
graphs similar to the following: 

“Persons who don’t know that pros- 
perity is here, are looking askance at the 
action of Secretary of the Treas Shaw 
in coming to the relief of Wall street. 
This is ridiculous. That’s just what good 
old Uncle Sam is here for—to help the 
deserving. Anybody who is short and 
wants $4 t6 tide him over until next pay 
day can get it by addressing Mr. Shaw, 
treasury building, Washington. It is 
strange that this is not more generally 
known.’’ 


That the paragraph has been taken se- 
riously is illustrated by the number of 
letters that have been received by the 
treasury department, Two which came in 
today read as follows, the signers’ names 
being withheld for, obvious..reasons: 


“St. Louis, Mo., October 18.—Mr. Shaw. 
—Dear Sir: I saw in last night’s paper 
that you would help the deserving. I 
am not in the habit’ of asking anyone 
for help, but I have been sick for a 
week and not able to work; my rent is 
due next week and if I have not got it 
they will put me out on the street. and 
I don’t know what to do. My rent is 
$10 a month, and I have not got a cent 
toward getting it, but if you will help 
me just $4, I will try to borrow the rest, 
although my friends are all poor, too. 
You will be doing a kind act indeed if you 
will help me, a woman, in. trouble. Ad- 


dress.”’ 


“St. Louis, October 20, 19092.—Mr. Shaw: 
I saw in the papers last night that you 
would help the needy poor. I am a 
widow and have one little girl, and I have 
got to pay $ in a home here to have 
her kept, and I have got behind. Last 
month the matron said she would not 
let it run any longer. I would have To 
take her out and I have -no place to 
keep her. I am working in a private 
family and get onlv small wages. if you 
send me just a little money it would help 
me ever so much. I will appreciate your 
kindness verv much. I want it to pay 
my little girl’s board.”

Another Successful Trip by the Eng- 
lish Aeronaut. 

London, October 20.—Stanley Spencer, 
the aeronaut, who recently made a suc- 
cessful trip over London, traveled 25 miles 
this afternoon in his airsnip. He rose 
from Blackpool, but finding the north- 
west breeze too strong-to make headway 
against it, he proceeded in a southeast- 
erly direction and landed in the open 
country. 


DEWET, IN HIS NIGHT SHIRT, 


Speaks to a Thousand Enthusiasts at 
Hanover Station. 

Berlin, October 2%.-~-General DeWet 
spoke in his nightshirt at 2 o’clock Sun- 
day morning at the Hanover station to 
a thousand persons, who almost stormed 
the train. The. general leaned out of a 
window as he addressed the assemblage, 
recounting the warmth of the Boers’ re- 
ception in Berlin and the liberality of the 
Germans. 

The generals collected a total of $87,500 
here. They undertook to give autographic 
receipts to every contributor of $1.25, and 
had to spend several hours daily signing 
receipts. DeWet said that if the thing 
kept up his right arm would be in a 
sling as the result of writers’ paralysis. 
Envelopes containing money were thrown 
into the Boers’ carriages when they were 
out driving.

On being asked concerning the 
call, Chairman Brown said: 

“As the call states, it is simply 
for the purpose of enabling the 
democratic members of the general 
assembly to consider among them- 
selves the advisability of making 
nominations from the ranks of the 
party without interference from 
those who are not, and who do not 
claim to be, organized democrats. 
Of course, I have no authority to 
direct that nominations shall be 
made by caucus. That is a matter 
entirely with the democrats of the 
respective houses. In order, how- 
ever, that this matter can be con- 
sidered by them some one must 
issue the call for a caucus and 
tnis has usually devolved upon the 
chairman of the party. In accord- 
ance with this custom I have call- 
ed the democrats together and tney 
can talk over the matter when 
they meet. If they decide that it 
is best to nominate, they can do so. 
My duty ends with the cal] I have 
issued for a family conference, 
which, as stated, will be held by 
both houses Wednesday at 9 
o'clock, the regular hour of ffe 
convening of the genera! assembly 
being 10 o'clock that day. 
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Excitement prevails on the floor of the 
Kimball! lobby. . 

The race for the speakership of the 
house of representatives is on in ful} blast. 
It has brought nearly half the members to 
the city several days in advance of the 
meeting of the greneral assembly tomor- 
row, and little coteries are standing 
around here and there talking things over. 

Talk to any one of the candidates or his 
friends, and one would think there wil! 
be three speakers of this house. Not one 
of, the three can be beat, it would seem. 
Absolute confidence is displayed on ali 
sides—that is, fo the outsider.

Paul Saturday night, and to whom the 
suicide left an affectionate note, has been 
a resident of this city since last August, 
when she came here for rest and to avoid 
the publicity that her association with 
the parole of the Younger boys gave her. 
Today she said: 

‘Jim wrote me under date of October 
16, stating he had given up all hope, and 
was out of work. Saturday he telegraph- 
ed me: ‘Don't write.’ He was driven to 
this act by his persecutors. I am his 
wife, understand, spiritually. No scandal 
has ever attached to my name. But be- 
fore God he ts mine and mine alone. My 
life work wll be to place him right be- 
fore the world. I have wired the au- 
thorities to cremate his body. It was his 
request.”’ 

Miss Miller 1s 30 years of age, and wrote 
a history of the police and fire depart- 
ments of St. Paul, and did work on the 
Salt Lake Herald during the political 
campaign of 1890. She is now writing a 
novel. She left this afternoon for St. 


| Paul. She is a woman of independent 


means. 

St. Paul, October 2™—Jim Younger’s 
body has been embalmed and will be 
kept here until Mrs. Etta Rollins, of Dal- 
las, Tex., sister of the Younger brothers, 
can be heard from. When alive, Younger 
frequently expressed. the wish that his 
body be cremated when he died. This 
plan will be carried out.

ASSAULT ON 


Charles Young, Negro, Burned 
to Death by a Mob at 
Forest City, Ark. 


NEGRO ADDED MURDER 
TO CRIME OF ASSAULT 


His Victim Was Mrs. Ed Lewis. 
Judge Promised To Try the Ne- 
gro Today, but the Mob 
Would Not Wait—After 
Another Negro. 


Forest City, Ark., October 20.—Charles 
Young, the negro charged with assaulting 
and afterwards murdering Mrs. Ed Lewis, 
white, was burned tonight by a mob of 
infuriated citizens of this county. 

Sheriff W. E. Williams, of this county, 
used every effort against this measure, 
and had telephoned Judge Hutton, of this 
district, who promised ‘to come tomorrow 
and give immediate trial for the negro, 
and the leaders of the mob had given the 
sheriff positive pledges that they would 
await trial and take no violent measures. 

Later, however, more vioient counsel 
prevailed, and about 8:30 o’clock tonight 
the mob marched to the county jail, and, 
after having been refused the keys by 
Deputy Sheriff Murphy, until Sheriff Wil- 
liams could be acquainted with their de- 
mands, the mob, not waiting for Sheriff 
Williams’ arrival, forcibly took the cell 
keys from Murphy and, breaking into the 
jail door with sledge hammers, took the 
prisoner from his cell against the protest 
and pleadings of Sheriff Williams, who 
had arrived in the meantime.

Washington, October 20.—It is learned 
from Manila papers that upon an invest!- 
gation the presidente of Cebu was ex- 
onerated from all blame on account of 
the assault made upon the Spanish con- 
sul at that place.

Minets in Convention Will Ac- 
cept Arbitration Plan, 


John Mitchell Makes’ a Strong Ad- 
dress, Urging the Acceptance of 
the Plan, and His Advice 
Will Undoubtedly Be 
Followed. 


Impromptu speech advocating its adop- 
tion and the appointment of a commit- 
tee on resolutions. This committee, as 
Mr. Mitchell said to the delegates, would 
prepare a formal statement to the pub- 
lic, telling fully and carefully why the 
convention decided to continue the strike, 
if it should so decided, and why the strike 
was declared off, if that was the outcome 
of their deliberations. 

The question before the convention 
when it adjourned for the day was on the 
adoption of the resolution embodied in 
President Mitchell’s opening speech to call 
off the strike and leave all questions to 
the president’s commission. 
| Newspaper Men Admitted. 

The surprise of the convention today 
was the decision to admit newspaper men 
to all the sessions, open or executive, 
when even union miners, eagerly wait- 
ing by the hundreds out in the streets, 
could not get into the theater. Twice the 
newspaper men won a victory by big. ma- 
jorities. First, when, on a petition from 
them asking to be allowed to remain, a 
motion to grant the request was carried; 
and later, when a motion was made to 
reconsider the first vote.to admit. The 
pleas which won were the reporters rep- 
resented the people; that public opinion 
had helped the strikers, and the best way 
to get an accurate report of this con- 
vention of immediate and vast national 
import, was to let the pfess representa- 
tives stay there on the spot. Even the 
Suggestion of a press committee of dele- 
gates to give the news to the corresopnd- 
ents was turned down by tne convention. 

District President T. D. Nicholls, of 
Scranton, called the convention into ses- 
sion at 10:20, twenty minutes after the 
time set for its beginning. On account 
of pressure of bisiness at strike head- 
quarters, President Mitchell was unable 
to be present until the afternoon session. 

The morning session was taken up with 
-Teports on credentials and adjourned at 
11:45 until 2 p. m. 

The afternoon session began at 2:10 
o'clock with only the accredited dele-

The fact that a coal 
famine was upon the people of eastern 
and seaboard states and threatened >to 
become a national calamity, justifies the 
action of the chief executive of our na- 
tion in his earnest effort to bring about 
an early resumption of mining.

“Is there any issue between -the par- 
ties on insular questions? If so, what 
isvit? The only democratic delivery in 
national convention on the subject is 
couched in this language: 

‘*We favor an immediate declaration 
of the nation’s purpose to give to the 
Philippines, first, a stable form of gov- 
ernment; second, independence, and, third, 
protection from outside interference.’

The compa- 
nies have said, he continued, that tney 
will not dismiss the men now employed 
by them and place strikers in their posi 
tions. A number of other delegates spoke 
along the same lines, and then confusion 
resulted over the presence of persons who 
were not delegates. ;

The question again reverted to that of 
reinstatement of the, men. A dozen 
speeches were made for and against the 
question of obtaining some specific assur- 
ance that the men would get back their 
places if taney returned to work. 

Views of Mitchel. 

Finally a delegate arose and asked 
President Mitchell to express his views 
on the subject. He immediately respond- 
ed and made one of the most important 
addresses he has been called upon to 
make during the past five months. The 


strike leader said: sisi enieg ‘austin 
" sire to inform you tna ‘ 
Pie at your organization has done all 
he can to learn the attitude of the com- 
panies toward the men who are now on 
strike. As you know, the compapies re- 
fuse direct negotiations with us. ‘hrough 
intermediaries we have received assur- 
ance that the companies are going to 
meet the issues fairly; that they are not 
disposed to biacklist the men, that. they 
do not propose to be vindictive, that, as 
far as possible, men are to be returned 
to their old places, It may take some 
time before that can be brought about, 
and it may be that some few men will fot 
be restored to their former positions at 
all. When you vote on this proposition, 
you must do it with as full knowledge 
of the situation as I can give you. 
“In our pledge to the president of the 
United States. in which we. notified him 
that we would recommend to you a re- 
sumption of work, we said to him that 
we should recommend a return of our 
people to their old jobs; and if the coal 
companies fail to give our men their old 
places; if thev fail to treat them reason- 
ably. we shall carry the question to the 
tribunal named by the president, and ask 
that tribunal to decide that we are en- 
titled to the work we left when we went 
on strike.’’ 
Status of Arbitration Plan. - 
His remarks were greeted with ap- 
plause. Another delegate made a speech 
against ending the strike without definite 
assurance of reinstatement, and Mr. 
Mitchell was again called upon for an 
explanation of the status of the arbitra- 
tion plan as it now stands. 
In response to this request, he said: 
“We have not adopted their proposi- 
tion, as they made it, and the proposition 
would never, with my consent, have been 
adopted as they made it. When the cbdal 
companies thought to practically name 
the arbitrators we objected and secured a 
modification of their proposal. That mod- 
ification enabled the president to select 
men outside of the classes suggested by 
the companies. Organized labor is repre- 
sented on the commission. I do not, 
however, assume that the capitalists or 
the trade unionists who are on the com- 
mission will permit their special] interests 
to influence their judgment in making 
their decisions, but organized labor is on 
that commission, and it is there because 
the vresident of the United States want- 
ed it there, and because we would not 
agree to the proposition unless it was 


| there.” : 


After further debate on both sides it 
was decided to let the question go over 
until tomorrow morning. A committee 
on resolutions was then appointed, and 
at 5:18 p. m. the convention adjourned 
until 10 o’clock tomorrow morning.

Probing Northwestern Merger. 

St. Paul, Minn., October 2.—The ad- 
journed hearing of the government suit 
against the so-calléd railroad merger was 
called to order by Special Examiner In- 
gersoll at the circuit court in this city 
today, and the entire day was given 
to the direct testimony, of James J. Hill 
for the defendants. The cross-examina- 
tion had just begun when the hearing ad- 
journed for the day. .

Hearings Scheduled. 

Wasnington, October 20.—The interstate 
commerce’ commission has ‘scheduléd the 
following hearings of cases involving al- 
leged violations of the interstate com- 
merce law: , 

The chamber of commerce of Chatta- 
nooga against the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, in this city, October 28; the New 
York and Texas Steamship Company, in 
New York city, November ‘1, involving 
complaint that the company has neglect- 
ed to file with the commission its sched- 
ulés or joint tariffs with common car- 
riers. : 

Mr. Hill described at great length the 
conditions. of traffic on the Great North- 
ern and Nortnern Pacific lines, maintain- 
ing rates were. kept down in order to ob- 
tain business. Railroad competitors to 
the Pacific coast, he said, are the Cana- 
dian Pacific, Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific, and a new line now under con- 
struction. His chief competition, .how- 
ever, was with the conditions all over the 
world and not alone with these western 
railways. 

Cotton and machinery showed remark- 
able increases in Oriental traffic within 
the last yvear, while oil and some other 
commodities decreased. The vear end- 
ing June, 1902, showed about double the 
Oriental shipments of the previous yéar. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Hill went 
into the question of merger. Mr. fii! 
said the purpose, after the purchase of the 
Burlington company and of the large 
blocks of Northern Pacific stock in the 
formation of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, was to put the stok ‘‘where it could 
not again be raided, as it had been.

Fwersment Bill Will Be De- 
fealed in Reichstag, 


It Is Certain That a Large Majority 
Will Be Cast Against the Meas- 
ure — Reorganization of 
the Ministry Is 
Likely. 


Berlin, October 20.—During today’s de- 
sate in the reichstag on the new tariff 
bill @ was created by Herr 
Sattler calling on Chancellor Von Bue- 
iow to dissolve the house and thus end 
the comedy. The impression caused by 
the delegates speech was all tne greater 
because prior to the opening of the sit- 
ting it was rumored that the gvoernment 
intended ‘o dissolve the reichstag if the 
first paragraph of the bill was defeated. 

The reichstag will begin voting tomor- 
row on the amendments to paragraph 
one of tne grain duties. 

The socialists have offered certain 
propositions, the determination of which 
may delay the vote on the question until 
Wednesday, but the defeat of the gov- 
ernment by a large majority seems to be 
certain. . 

The ministry's defeat will by no means 
oblige it to resign, but its reorganization 
ig not unlikely. Count Posadowsky- 
Wehner, imperial secretary of state for 
the interior, whose advicé is followed by 
the cabinet, may feel that ‘ne ought to 
resign or ask to be transferred to some’ 
position outside of Berlin. The next two 
days will be an anxious time for the 
ministry. 

Ceunt Von Buelow’s concern is shown 
by the fact that he summoned the finance 
ministers of Bavaria, Saxony, Wurtem- 
burg and Baden to speak in support of 
the government's grain duties and against 
the agrarian demands. The speeches of 
these ministers thus far nave been with- 
out visible effect.

The liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, cordially joined the Irish 
in supporting their demand that the gOv- 
ernment fix a day to discuss the state of 
Jreland, but he declined to make the 
liberal opposition responsible for the de- 
mand, which, he said, was made by the 
constitutional representatives of Ireland 
and in regard to a purely Irisa question. 

Premier Balfour retorted that Sir 
Henry's doctrine seemed wholly separatist 
He would not admit that the government 
of Ireland was a purely Irish question, 
and until the ambiguous attitude of the 
liberal leader was cleared up he declined 
to say if the government would grant a 
day for the discussion of the state of 
Ireland, “ 

The galleries of the house of commons 
were crowded tonight in anticipation of 
a& sensational debate on William O’Brien’s 
motion to adjourn the house in order to 
discuss the case of former Police Ser- 
geant Sullivan, now in America, who is 
alleged to have obtained the conviction 
of innocent persons through perjury. 

In outlining the Sullivan matter, Mr. 
O’Brien declared that Patrick Nolan, one 
of the government's witnesses in a cer- 
tain prosecution in Dublin and Sligo, al- 
though he swore at one trial that a let- 
ter purporting to have been written by 
Mr. MacHale, president of the United 
Revoluionary League, arranging for a 
murderous outrage, was in  Sullivan’s 
handwriting, yet afterwards avowed that 


| 


he had been employed to shield Sullivan 
from justice by discrediting the evidence 
of other witnesses, and that Sullivan was 
guilty of forgeries. 

Describing the Sligo trial as an eye- 
witness, Mr. O’Brien declared that a more 
dishonest or revolting trial had never been 
held. He said the Irish members feared 
that Dublin castie was trying to hush the 
Sullivan matter up, but that it was a case 
of greater gravity than that of Sergeant 
Sullivan pecause the plot Sullivan had 
organized against the Irish League was 
of the same character as the Pigott for- 
geries: against Parnell. Mr. O'Brien 
charged that the government had pack- 
ed the jury to acquit Sullivan and had 
then spent an enormous sum to shelter 
him from justice. 


“The greater the scoundrel in the Irish 


constabulary,” sdid the speaker, “‘the sur- 
er he is of being shielded and promoted.” 

The attorney genera] for Ireland, J. 
Atkinson, replying to Mr. O’Brien, 
cnarged that the facts of the case had 
been strangely misrepresented, and he 
taunted Mr. O’Brien with being too cow- 
ardly to bring this case openly in the law 
courts. 

At this statement there were shouts of 
“withdraw’’ from the Irish benches. Mr. 
O’Brien demanded to know whether the 
remark of Mr. Atkinson was disorderly. 
The speaker of tae house, Mr. Gully, re- 
plied that he did not take the remark 
as calling Mr. O’Brien a coward, but as 
applying to the course he had taken. 

The attorney general then withdrew his 
expression and continued with the ex- 
pression that he did not nave the power 
to try a man a second time for a crime 
of which he had been acquitted. He 
scored Mr. O’Brien for bringing infamous 
charges against the crown without.proof, 

Mr. Wyndham declared that Mr. 
O’Brien’s charge had been completely 
disposed of, and he ridiculed the idea 
that the matter was one of urgent pubiic 
importance. 

1. P. O’Connor said the present debate 
filled him with more despair than any he 
had ever before heard in the house, and 
reiterated the charge that the govern- 
ment had packed the Sullivan jury wita 
Protestants and unionists. 

Mr. O’Brien’s motion was then rejected 
by 215 votes to 117. x 

Mr. Wyndham then explained that it 
was impossible to pass the Irish land 
purchase bill this session, and said he 
hoped in the course of the next session 
to introduce a new bill for voluntary ar- 
rangement between the parties concérned 
He ‘moved tae withdrawal of the land 
purchase bill, which was agreed to.

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LABOR UNIONS — 
GIVEN A ROAST 


Their Methods AreVirulently 
Attacked at a Free Labor 
Congress. 


Leeds, England, October 20.—The tenth 
annual congress of the Free Labor As- 
sociation opened here today. The dele- 
gates represented 400,000 workmen. Pres- 
ident John Chandler made a virulent at- 
tack on trades unionism. He claimed that 
the growth of industrial freedom greatly 
tended toward the diminution of strikes 
and declared that trades unions’ excessive 
violations of personal freedom were a dis- 
grace to labor in this country. Nothing 
could more forcibly illustrate the intol- 
erance whi¢h perverted trades: unionism 
than the statement said to have been 
made to the Rev. Charles Edwards, a 
Pennsylvania clergyman, some time ago 
by a non-unionist that striking coal 
miners had threatened to cut off the 
ears of every man returning to work. 

“If British trades unionists do not sym- 
pathize with these abominable atrocities,’’ 
the speaker asked, “why do they vote 
one thousand pounds sterling in aid of 
the strikers of America who made such 
an infamous threat?’’

Paris, October 2.—In the chamber of 
deputies today Ernst Roche (nationalist) 
introduced a bill-providing for the\separa- 
tion of church and state, the abolition of 
the budget of public worship, and the sup- 
pression of the French embassy at the 
vatican. The bill was presented as a 
challenge to the government to carry out 
the radical programme. 

The deputy demanded that the cham- 
ber declare urgency for the measure, but 
Premier Combes refused to accept the 
motion, saying the bll was only intended 
to embarrass the government. 

The chamber rejected the urgency mo- 
tion by 285 to 179 votes, but ordered an 
early discussion:of a counter proposition 
referring al] bills dealing with the sepa- 
ration of church and state to a special 
commission, which Mr. Lasies (nationalist) 
said meant ‘‘a funeral for the bills.”’ 


ORATION BY JUSTICE HOLMES 


At Opening of Law School of North- 
western University. 

Chicago, October 20.—The second day’s 
celebration of the installation of Edmund 
Janes James as president of Northwest- 
ern university ended tonight with the 
formal opening of the new law school 
of the university, on the site of the old 
Tremont house. Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, of the United States supreme 
court, was the.guest of honor. 

He said in part: 

“There is one. department of your in- 
stitution to which I must be permitted 
specially to refer—the department to 
which 1 am néarest by profession and to 
which I owe the honor of being here. I 
mean, of course, the department of law. 
It was affirmed, I believe, by the late 
Chief Justice Cooley that the law was 
and ought to be eommonplace. No daybt 
the remark has its truth. It is better 
that the law should be commonplace than 
that it should be éccentric. It seems to 
me tnat for men as they are, the law 
may keep its every day character and yet 
be an object of understanding, wonder 
and a field for the lightning of genius. 
It is here and in‘ places like it that such 
wonder is kindled and that from it may 
fly the spark that shall set free in some 
genius his explosive message.’”’ 

When he finished speaking Justice 
Holmes, with a diamond point as an in- 
scribing instrument, wrote his name on 
a glass panel in Booth hall of the build- 
ing. The panel will be imbedded in the 
wall of the library as a memorial.

Banker O’Neal. Sticks His Knife Into 
Grocer Greenhut. 
Pensacola, Fla., October 20.—In a street 
fight today growing out of a dispute over 
a lawsuit, W. C. O'Neal, president of the 
American national bank, stabbed Adolph 
Greenhut, a wholesale grocer, under the 
left ear, near the large artery, also in the 
back and on the arm, the wound in the 
neck being serious. O’Neal was arrested 
on a warrant charged with assault with 
intent to kill, and was released on $6500 
bond. Greenhut is resting easy tonight, 


but is not yet.out-of danger .

Brinson’s Charge to Grand

Interest is particularly jively along the 
line of the Uiinois Central from Jackson 
southward to the Louisiana line, and ata 
number of the small communities truck 
farming associations have been organiz- 
ed. McComb City, Magnolia, Summit ana 
Hazelhurst are aspiring to rival Crystal! 
Springs, the largest tomato-growing cen- 
ter in the country, and they will be ac- 
tively in the field next year. 

Along the line of the New Orleans arel 
Northeastern road truck farming assocta- 
tions are being organized and experienced 
farmers secured to give the association 
members their first lessons in modern fruit 
and vegetable farming. 

Next year Mississippi will have toma- 
toes for export to foreign countries, prin- 
cipally England. and France, and it is 
learned that several prominent truckers 
will engage extensively in this business 
The experience of the past sevcral yeurs 
has shown that the tomato is the most 
- profitable vegetable that can be grown in 
this section. The crop is rarely a fail- 
ure, and the market prices are generally 
high throughout the season, it being no 
uncommon occurrence for a farmer to 
make $200 net profit from an acre «. 
matoes. 

In the northern part of the state there 
ls some talk among the farmers of en- 
gaging in fruit and vesetable culture to 
supply the Memphis market, an 
the products in the north and east when 
- the crop in the southern section is de- 
pleted. The railroads are offering every 
possible encouragement to the industry, 
and diversified farming has been so con- 
stantly preached that it is commencing to 
have the desired effect.

Solicitor Elmore, of the First Ala- 
bama District, Sends in His 
Resignation—Lost Taxes 
Charged Up to County 
Assessor. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Governor Jelks returned today 
from southeast Alabama, where he spoke 
at four appointments with Henry Clay- 
ton. He had large audiences, except at 
Geneva, where a smallpox scare kept the 
people out of town. He goes, the latter 
part of this week, to north Alabama, 
and will probably speak in the seventh 
dlistrict, where the fight is hardest. 

Resignation of Solicitor Elmore. 

The resignation of Solicitor B. E, El- 
more, of the first circuit, was received 
today. He gives no reason for resigning, 
but asks that he be at once relieved. ° He 
announced some time ago that he wanted 
to resign, but would only do sw if the gov- 
ernor would appcint his partner, Clint 
Harrison, to gucceed him. Of course, the 
governor could make no bargain of that 
sort, and efforts aave been made to gat 
all the other applicants out of the way on 
an agreement that Harrison would not be 
a candidate to succeed himsel! 
aspirants declined, and one of them is 
here today. Thus the resignation comes 
with ro strings tied to it. 

Charged to the Assessor. 

The report of State Examiner Gorman 
on the Mobile county officers, filed to- 
day, makes a charge of great importance 
to assessors and collectors. ‘The siate 
bought in a large amount of property at 
tax sales, but fouad that it could not in- 
force its rights in the courts, owing to the 
imperfect descriptions in the assessment 
and the advertisement. The amount of 
the taxes thus lost, $313, is charged up 
to the ‘assessor, and $7.10 to the collec- 
tor, where he was at fault. This is the 
first instance where tax officers have been 
called on to make good losses of this 
sort. 

The report shows that ex-Tax Commis- 
sioner Oscar I. Sam still owes over $109 
of his default and that he has gone to 
Texas. 

Returned Boots to Them. 

The governor today remitted the for- 
feiture of their boats and fishing tackle 
taken against six Greek tishermer, who 
came cver from Mississippi to catch oys- 
ters in Alabama waters, and who were 
taken up and convicted as oyster pirates. 
Their ignorance of Alabama law is the 
governor’s .,ground for restoring their 
property, but the twenty days’ imprison- 
ment stands. 


WILLIS WANTS TO VOTE AGAIN. 


Old Negro of 91 Years Registers in 
North Carolina. 

Raleigh. N. C., October 20.—(Special.)— 
Willis Byrd, aged 91, a negro, has reg- 
istered in Chatham eounty, under the 
“grandfather clause.’’ He was always a 
free nagro and voted prior to 1835, when 
a new constitution was adopted, taking 
the franchise away from free negroes. 
The democratic leaders. are anxious to 
have all the negroes q@ho can register 
under the ‘‘grandfather clause’’ to do so, 
as this will aid the democrats in case 
any attack is ever made on the franchise 
amendment ratified in 1900, abridging the 
negro vote. e 


TO PROTECT THE WILD GAME. 


Warden Appointed in Coahoma Coun- 
ty, Miss. 

Jackson, Miss., October 20.—Ccahoma is 
the first ccunty in Mississippi to estab- 
lish the office of game warden and to 
adopt laws absolutely prohibiting non- 
residents to hunt or fish within the limits 
of the county. 

This radical action was taken at. a re- 
cent meeting of the board of supervisors. 
and one game warden has been electerl 
for each supervisors beat in the countv 
and instructed to see that all violators of 
the fish and game laws are vigorously 
prosecuted. It is'also made a misdemean- 
or to ship game of any sort out of the 
county, and, in the futyre, hunting and 
fishing in Coahoma will be strictly a home 
affair. 

The object of the board is to protect the 
deer and bear in the swamps and forests 
of the county, and it is very provable that 
other counties in the state may take a 
similar action. *There has been a general 
tendency manifested to enact more strin- 
gent laws on hunting and fishing, and sev- 
eral counties have recently passed laws 
prohibiting the killing of deer at any sea- 
son of the year. 


JOE MANNING IN MONTGOMERY

Montgomery, October 20.—(Special.)—

FIGHT ENSUED AND TWO 
, NEGROES WERE KILLED 


geveral Others Wounded—One White 
Pan Severely Stabbed During 
the Battle—Over Fifty Shots 
Were Fired During 
the Melee. 


Washington, Ga., October 20.—(Special.) 
faturday night a negro “hot supper” and 
dance was in progress in Oglethorpe 
county, just across the line of Wilkes. 
At a late hour, while the dance was at 
its height, eight white men, under the 
gnfluence of whisky, came upon the scené, 
entered the buiiding and made efforts to 
dance with the negro women. This - 
gtep aroused the anger of the negro men, 
who protested vigorously, but the white 
men gave no heed and proceeded to carry 
put their purpose by force. Pistols and 
«knives flash€d from all parts of the room, 
the women withdrew and a desperate 
fight ensued between the whites and the 
blacks. 

Fifty shots were fired, two negro men 
were instantly killed, several were wound- 
ed. and one white man was severely 


cut. 


SAVANNAH’S NEW INDUSTRY. 


American Cigar Company To Estab- 
lish Large Plant. 
Savannah, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)— 
Nathan Weiss, of New York, representing 
the American Cigar Company, is in Sa- 
wannah negotiating for the erection of a 
factory. He met the mayor and a number 
of leading business men at the City Ex- 
change today, and tomorrow there will 
be a mass mecting, to which the com- 
pany’s prop: sition will be submitted. Mr. 
Weiss’ proposition is that his company 
would establish a factory in Savannah, 
eventually werking 2,000 or 2,500 hands. 
Savannah is asked to give a lot capable 
of holding a well-lighted brick building, 
150 by 60 feet. The structure is to be 
four stories high. The company is to 
have the building rent free for five years, 
and afterward to pay 6 per cent on the in- 
yestment for five years, having the option 
of buying the building at any time dur- 
ing ten years. Mr. Weiss thought that 
the building would cost $25,000 to $35,000 
to erect it. The American Cigar Com- 
pany would move its machinery here, 
import skilled labor, gradually teaching 
and developing the other labor. He es- 
timates that the investment of the Amer- 
iean Cigar Company would be between 
$75,00C and $100,000. 


SMITH WHIPPED AT VALDOSTA. 


Taken from His Home and Roughly 
Treated. 

Valdosta, Ga., October ”.—(Special.)— 
J. A. Smith, a white man-who came to 
Valdosta from Jacksonville, Fla., a few 
months ago, was taken from his home on 
Thursday night by @ crowd of semi- 
masked men, who carried him to the 
edge of the city, and; giving him a se- 
vere whipping, warned him to leave the 
city at once. Smith took the first train 
to his former home at Jacksonville. 

The whipping is said to have been the 
outcome of the part Smith took in or- 
ganizing the unions of the negro cooks 
and washerwomen of Valdosta, mention 
of which was made in The Constitution 
a few days ago. He is said to have 
worked up the organization, making a 
number of speeches to the women at some 
of the negro churches and creating con- 
siderable dissatisfaction among them and 
their employers. The feeling against 
Smith here is pretty strong and he has 
probably left Valdosta for good.

SOME UNIVERSITY . 


Congressman Howard To Deliver an 
Oration. 

Athens, Ga., October ».—(Special.)— 
Tast year at commencement the Alumni 
Society of the university selected Mr. 
Floward, congressman of the eighth dis- 
trict, as the alumni orator for commence- 
ment this year. He has recently occept- 
ed. He is a fine speaker and has made 
@ name for himself in state and national 
politics. His speech at commencement 
will undoubtedly be one of the best. 

Mr. Hull, treasurer of the university,

The sermon has been strongly censured 
and Dr. Hawthorne insists that his state- 
ments shall be given publicity. He has 
prepared the names of over three hun- 
dred witnesses, including those got by 
Officer Wyatt in his anti-gambling cru- 
sade, to save whom from publicity the 
commonwealth allowed the gamblers to 
plead guilty and take a light sentence. 

The board examined a number of police 
officers tonight in the gambling matter, 
but nothing was brought out.

Strike of Tinners in Central 
Railroad Shops at 
Macon. 


NINE MEN DROP WORK 
WHEN REFUSAL IS GIVEN 


They Demanded Fifty Cents Per Day 
Advance and the Discharge of 
Their Foreman, Who, They 
Say, Is a Carpenter, and 

Not a Tinner. — 


Macon, Ga., October 20.—(Spectal.)—La- 
bor circles of Macon are concerned over 
the strike of several tinners, which oc- 
curred a few days ago in the Central 
railroad shops. The trouble was caused 
by a demand of 50 cents extra per day 
and a change of the foreman for the 
tinners. They claimed that the present 
foreman was not a tinner, but a carpen- 
ter, and therefore unfit to fill the posi- 
tion. The demands were not granted and 
nine men walked out of the shops. 

There have been no indications on the 
part of the employers of the strikers that 
the requests will be granted, and the men 
are still idle.

Thomas 
himself was not in St. Pierre at the time 
and so escaped the awful fate of his wife 
and children, who perished on that fate- 
ful morning when the city of St. Pierre 
was destroyed. The man was small and 
nervous and very dark; but he was a 
cultured man and knew how to talk.

The city council of Albany has taken 
in hand vigorously the matter of se- 
curing adequate appropriations for the 
improvement of Flint river between 
that city and Appalachicola on the 
Florida gulf coast.

Washington, D. C., October 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—“I have just shaken the hands of 
two great presidents” remarked Speaker 
Henderson, of the house of representa- 
tives, as he came down the steps of the 
temporary White House one day during 
the progress of the negotiations for the 
ending of the coal strike. 

There are radical differences of opinion

| dict with regard to the head of the 


miners’ union is ynantmous: this is that 
Mitchell at every turn measured fully up 
to the demands of a trying and delicate 
situation that would have been the un- 
doing of most men with his responsibili- 
ties. Judged by his handling of the case 
of the miners, John Mitchell has de- 
served the tribute paid him by General 
Henderson. 


Here is a man just 33 years of age, 
smooth faced, short, almost a boy in ap- 
pearance who, a few years ago, was ek- 
ing out a meager existance by digging 
coal in the bituminous mines of Illinois, 
and yet who has demonstrated his abil- 
ity to hold his own in a contest with the 
best brains that the great coal interests 
and the coal carrying roads could sum- 
mon to their command. He has met these 
men on terms of perfect business equal- 
ity, has outgeneraled them at every 
stage of the controversy, has gained thé 
respect of the business world without 
once losing the confidence of the men he 
represented. When the president of the 
United States advised him to surrender 
under fire—to recede from his position 
relying upon the action of congress, act- 
ing under presidential advice for his vin- 
dication—Mitchell firmly declined. In- 
stead of weakeriing under the influence 
of the head of the nation, Mitchell con- 
vinced the president of the “‘gold brick’ 
character of that first offer of the opera- 
tors and got, in the end, something that 
cannot be called a gold brick. The pres- 
ident of the United Mine Workers kept 
his head, made no bad breaks, won the 
Sympathy of the American people for 
the men he represented. He proved him- 
self fully capable of rising to the oppor- 
tunity which presented itself. It may be 
said of him that he has done more to 
Strengthen the cause of organized labor 
in the minds of the people than has been 
done by any other man in a decade, 
more perhaps than any other labor leader 
in this country has ever done. 

It has not been all plain sailing with 
him inside ‘labor ranks. In his own 
organization he has had to contend with 
a faction of extremists whose advice 
meant disaster, since they would have 
made no concessions. Equally inimical 
were the efforts of certain men who hold 
high position in the labor world. These 
men advised strongly against the accept- 
ance of the arbitration proposals even 
after Mitchell had secured the president's 
indorsement of his demand that some 
representative of organized labor should 
be added to the commission. The atti- 
tude of these men endangered a peace- 
ful settlement just as greatly as did the 
first position taken by the operators, and 
they were more difficult to deal with as 
they came in the guise of friends. The 
miners’ president handled them diplo- 
matically, rejecting their advice and re- 
taining their friendliness, but it was no 
easy task. 

Mitchell has an attractive personality. 
While there is no lack .of confidence in 
himself, he is absolutely free from those 
indications of “big head” which so often 
take possession of men playing important 
part in the affairs of the day. Perhaps 
his dominant characteristic in the eyes of 
those who have been thrown with him 
during these negotiations has been his 
confidence in the justice of his cause. 
With him the cause was everything, self 
was nothing. 

After his last visit to the White House, 
when all the world wanted to know 
whether the arbitration offer had or had 
not been accepted, he was besieged by a 
small army of newspaper men who 
sought some expression that,.would give 
a clew to the situation.

Mr. Key withdrew his motion in favor 
of the substitute, and then, at the request 
of several members, Mr. Kontz amended 
his motion so as to have council meet 
next Monday afternoon instead of tomor- 
row. Several councilmen favored meet- 
ing during the evening, but considerable 
objection was raised to this plan. 

Alderman Woodward suggested that the 
matter be taken up at once. The plan 
was discussed at length and then council 
unanimously voted to meet next Monday 
to act finally upon the cnarter report. 

To Get Rent for Tracks. 

A resolution by Alderman Welch pro- 
viding that hexegon tiling be laid on 
Washington street between Woodward 
avenue and Crumley street, was referred 
to the street committee. By a vote of 10 
to 2 council voted down the majority re- 
port of the streets committee providing 
for a spur*track being laid from the Cen- 
tral railroad tracks into the property 
of the Atlanta Ice and Coal Company, in 
West End. Much discussion was had over 
the matter. 

Alderman Woodward introduced a res- 
olution providing that the street com- 
mittee ascertain what railroad had placed 
tracks on the strip of land which the 
city purchased from the state in 1893 to 
make an extension of West Alabama 
“gtreet. The paper contained the _  in- 
formation that tracks had been laid on 
this land, and the alderman desired tnat 
such action as was deemed necessary be 
taken in order to secure a rental for 
the use of the strip. 

Upon motion of Councilman Wafren, 
contained in a resolution, a committee of 
three was appointed by the mayor pro 
‘tem. to investigate all the city depart- 
ments with a view to ascertaining ex- 
actly what each department needed to 
on its appointed work. Councjl- 
man Warren, Councilman Winn and A)- 
derman Terry were appointed members of 
the special committee. 

Wanted Electric Lights. 

The delegation from the seventh ward 
put in petitions for several 
their ward and asked that the petitions 
be adopted. Alderman Woodward, chair- 
man of the electric light committee, op- 
posed this plan, saying the papers should 
be referred to the committee. He de- 
elared the seventh ward was the smallest 
in the city and, in his opinion, was not 
entitled to receive the same amount of 
4mprovements that other wards were to 

t. During a discussion which resulted 
r. Woodward said he had had nothing 
to do with bringing West End into the 

city. He thought that section had the 
best of the transaction. . 

The question of fruit stand licenses 
came up again and engaged the atten- 
tion of council for a time. The applica- 
tion of Jim Brown for a permit to oper- 
ate a stand on the viaduct at the corner 
of Peachtree and Marietta streets was 
denied. Toward the heel of the session 


Councilman Key introduced an ordinance 


seeking to amend an existing ordinance 
so as to prevent proprietors of fruit 
stores or stands using 2 feet of sidewalk 
in front of their places of business to 
make a display of their wares. 

An ordinance was introduced by Coun- 
cilman James L. Key, of the sixth ward, 
prohibiting the use of convict labor by 
contractors securing city work.. Tae pa- 
Per was referred to the legislative com- 
mittee for consideration and report. 

The special communication of the mayor 
regarding an additional $300 for food and 
clothes for the fifty-three inmates of the 
Carrie Steele orphanage was, upon mo- 
tion of Councilman Beck, referred joint- 
ly to the finance and charities commit- 


tees.

SPEED GIVES WAY TO POWER. 


Features of the New Armored 
Cruisers Decided Upon. 
Washington, October 2%.—The naval 
board on construction today finally de- 
cided upon the features of the armored 
cruisers authorized by the last congress, 
Speed has been sacrificed in a measure to 
power. By a vote of four against one, 
Engineer in Cnief Melville’s proposition 
to give the big ships 2,000 horsepower 
and a speed of 23 knots at a minimum 
was rejected and the horsepower will 
stand at 23,000, which he estimates will 
actually bring the speed down to about 

21 1-2 knots. 

Thus the new boats will be 3 1-2 knots 
slower than the four famous English 
armored cruisers of the Drake class. To 
offset this lack of speed, the Tennessee 
class wili have a much more powerful 
battery, with four 1@-inch guns in two 
turrets, against two 9 1-2-inch guns in the 
main batteries of the British ships. The 
Tennessee class also will have more ar- 
mor, the protective deck at its thickést 
part. being 4 1-2 inches, with 6-inca side

‘Quite the sensation of the card at the 
gatinee yesterday was the running of 
the fifth and last race. In the first at- 
vempt to get away the entire field of 
jocks got away under the impression 
that Starter Lehman had given them the 
fag. This was an error and as the horses 
ksed the judges’ stand they were called 
pack. put because some in the crowd in- 
gsted on yelling and calling “‘go,”” Judge 
Baker and Minion continued to go on 
an@ make the circle, firm in the convic- 


tion that it was a race. 
Then the crowd which had been back- 


ing Iris. the favorite, at 8 to 5, Latoka, 
at 6 to 1, and several of the others, pro- 
ceeded to have fits all the way from the 
betting ring to half-way across the pad- 
dock. ““We have been robbed,”” “have the 
place pinched” and “call in the coppers,” 


they yelled. 

“Now, gentiemen, if you will kindly re- 
main seated until this train comes to a 
ful] stop in the station,” said Judge Mor- 
row, or words to that effect, “we will 
have this matter investigated.’”’

back. 

In the second event the bunch was off 
to the prettiest start of the day with 
Loka, Dow Wiggins and Tom Middleton 
getting to the front in fast order. On the 
turn to the stretch Tom Middleton moved 
up to second place and Delsarte ran all 
the way home for third place. Loka was 
z to 1, and had plenty of the people with 
her.

Next to the “race riot,’’ or at Jeast a 
bad imitation, the event of the day for 
excitement was that scheduled at the 
third.

WAY RESTORE 
AY OF POLICE 


Council Adopts Ordinance Making 
Provision for Restoration, 


Incoming Council Will Have the 
Question Before It—Effort Will 
Be Made To Restore Sala- 
ries of Firemen and Pub- 
lic School Teachers. 


By a vote of 12 to 2 council yesterday 
afternoon adopted the joint report of the 
salaries and ordinance committees, which 


was in the shape of an ordinance bind- . 


ing the council of 1903 to restore the sai- 
aries of officers and men in the police 
department. 3 


The paper caused considerable discus- 
sion, nearly all the members of council 
speaking on the subject. Several resolu- 
tions providing for a restoration of sala- 
ries of firemen and teachers were intro- 
duced, but were not considered. They 
were referred to the salaries and ordi- 
nance committees to be reported upon at 
the next regular meeting of council. 

An effort was made to recommit the 
paper that it might be prepared so as 
to include peachers and firemen in its 
provisions, but this plan was defeated. 

Made His Maiden Speech. 

When the joint report of the commit- 
tees came _ up, Councilman Burgess 
i of the seventh ward, made his

Councilman Kontz asserted that a res- 
toration of salaries was right and he was 
anxious that favorable actlon be taken 
Without delay. He thought there would 
be ample money in the treasury next 
—_ to justify the contemplated restora- 

While Mr. Kontz was speaking Coun- 
cilman Beck asked him if he thought it 
would be wise to hafidicap the incoming 
council by making provision in advance 
for an increase of salaries in one depart- 
ment, and probably others. Mr. Kontz 
was of the opinion that increased reve- 
nues of the city would justify the action 
contemplated in the committee’s report. 

Motion Was Defeated. 

The motion to recommit was defeated 
by a vote of 17 to 3. The motion of Al- 
derman Terry to &don+ the report was 
then before the house, but before it was 
submitted to a vote Councilman Harwell 
introduced a substitute ordinance seek- 
ing to increase the pay of the patrolmen 
to $2.25 a day, instead of $2.16 2-3, as was 
provided. in the measure favorably re- 
ported by the two committees. 

Councilman Beck declared that there 
was no need for raising salaries at this 
time—there would be time enough next 
year. He said he considered the plan to 
raise the pay of the city employees at 
present “‘a cheap kind of demagogy.” 

Replying to this Mr. Kontz said it was 
not the first time he had been so unwise 
as nv. to have ascertained the opinion 
of the gentleman from the fourth » 
expressing himself on an important mat- 
ter, 

“If it is demagogy 
men living wages, then I am a dema- 
gogue,” He asserted. 

More: Teachers Needed. 

Councilman Reed said he thought there 
were too many men on the police force. 
He was in favor of cutting down the 
number of men about one-half and then 
pay those remaining good salaries. 

Councilman Key introduced a _ resolu- 
tion providing that the board of educa- 
tion and the board of fire commissioners 
Ve authorized to restore the salaries of 
the men in their respective departments 
to the amount in force prior to the cut 
in 1896, or nearly so, as the appropria- 
tions to those departments would permit. 

To Provide for Others. 

A resolution was introduced by Alder- 
man Longino providing that the daily 
pay of patrolmen be fixed at $2.50 and 
Alderman Woodward introduced another 
resolution seeking to raise the pay of 
firemen and ool teachers who now re- 
ceive yearly salaries of $600 or less. 
Councilman Warren then called the pre- 
vious question and thus put an end to 
further discussion. 

The first vote was on Councilman Har- 
well’s substitute to fix the pay of patrol- 
men at $2.25 a day. It was lost by a vote 
of 8 to 6. 

The report of the two committees was 
then adopted by the following vote:
